Mob is Still Active. 
PITTSBURG, Kansas, Dec 14.— 
While the state military authorities 
were mobilizing companies of the 
national guard for entrainment to 
Pittsburg today the militant women 
of the Kansas coal mining field sent 
to the front by the followers of Al­ 
exander Howat, 
were 
engaged in 
the most ambitious campaign they 
had so far attempted in their pro­ 
gram of stopping by violent ac­ 
tivities the operation of coal mines 
by men who responded to the call 
of the International union for m«*n 
to man the mines. 
The first appearance of the wo­ 
men mob was at Central No. 49, 
northeast of Pittsburg, this morn­ 
ing. 
The mine was not in opera­ 
tion, 
but 
several 
company 
men 
were ordered away by the women 
w'ho had come to the mine in motor 
cars. 
The 
procession

more than a mile in length.

FAVORS REW ARD FOR 
DRAFT DESERTERS 


WASHINGTON, December 13.— 
Energetic pursuits and punishment 
of the more than 100,000 men who 
evaded the draft during the world 
war is urgently recommended by 
Major General Harris, 
Adjutant 
General of the Army, in his re­ 
port made public by the Secretary 
of war. To bring those guilty to 
trial, he recommends that Congress 
appropriate $250,000 
to pay re­ 
w ards‘of $50 for each draft desert­ 
er delivered to the military au­ 
thorities. 
“It is imperative,” he declares, 
“that the government exhibit the 
greatest possible energy in pursu­ 
ing these men and in punishing all 
who are found guilty. If the gov­ 
ernment permit these deserters to 
escape the punishment 
provided 
for their offense, consequences of 
the gravest import will certainly 
ensue. 
“An action of this sort would 
tend to set a premium on evasion 
of military service, with the In­ 
evitable result that, 
should an­ 
other national 
emergency 
arise 
and another selective draft be put 
in operation, the number of men 
attempting to evade the perfor­ 
mance of military duty will mount 
to a figure so large as to imperil 
the nation 
through 
interfering 
very seriously with the rapid build­ 
ing up of an emergency army.”

NEW FOUR POWER

O’Connor, two-time gunman sen­ 
tenced to be hanged next Thursday 
for murder, and two other notorious 
criminals yesterday escaped from 
the county jail, fighting their way 
past half a dozen guards, most of 
whom were beaten into unconsci­ 
ousness by the desperadoes in their 
dash for liberty. 
Starting in the fourth-floor “bull 
pen,” where the prisoners were ex­ 
ercising at 
11 
o’clock yesterday 
morning, the break for freedom led 
down five floors through the base­ 
ment Into the jail yard and over a 
12-foot wall to a street, where an 
automobile was commandeered, and 
the driver, a pistol poked into his 
side, told to “drive like hell.” 
A few minutes later the machine 
crashed into a telephone pole, but 
the bandits continued their flight. 
O’Conor corrtmandeered another 
car, and when last seen the mur­ 
derer, who has been characterized 
by the police as Chicago’s most des­ 
perate gunman, w*as headed toward 
the South Side underworld, armed 
for battle.

March 
declares in his 
report that the idea that an a r m y , 
of 150,000 men, the strength now' 
authorized by mandate of congress, 
furnishes 75 per cent as much na­ 
tional defense as a force of 200,000 
“is a fallacy.” 
"The 50,000 men above the 150,- 
000,” he says, “is the combat part— 
in iustant readiness to meet what­ 
ever emergency may develop. The 
reduction to 150,000' will almost an­ 
nihilate this force, constantly need­ 
ed in peace, and providing the life- 
saving first line to hold back the 
enemy in time of war until the sec­ 
ond-line elements of defense arc 
mobilized.” 
General March asserts that now 
that the war has been won there is 
“grave danger” that the American 
people will lose sight of “the fortun­ 
ate escape from indescribable ca­ 
lamity that ordinarily is the fruit 
of unprepared ness.” 
Let it not be 
forgotten, he adds, that it required 
seventeen months for the United 
States to put an independent army 
in the field 
in France, 
and asks 
what would 
have 
hirppened had 
France required so long a time to 
put into line the first fighting unit. 
“And yet we hear,” he says, “ *a 
million men 
can 
spring to arms 
overnight.’ ” 
Turning to the question of uni­ 
versal military training, the gen­ 
eral says that “if that portion of 
the manhood of the nation which 
would serve Hvith the colors in time 
of war could 
appreciate 
what it 
means when untrained men must be 
hurried into battle they probably 
would vote overwhelmingly for the 
training in time of peace that would 
; fit them for their duties in w ar and 
I would insure them a decent chance 
for their lives on the field of bat­ 
tle. 
“The 
untrained 
men that are 
rushed to the front in our armies, 
he adds, “must always pay a fear 
ful toll in needless loss of life.” 
The former chief of staff review'-
